Crown's Case 


Outlining the facta of the 
case, Mr. Lonsdale said that 
Koult, by reason of his duties, 
was in possession of the key 
to the Store in which the Sten 
guns and ammunition. were 
kept. Bovlt conspired with 
Duckett and Adamson to dis- 
pose, for their own gain, arma to 
which they had access through 
possession of the key.

Duckett continued throughout) 
the whole tranraction with 
Roult, but Duckett disassociated 
himself from the transaction 
subsequent to the removal of 
the Sten guns. From the evi- 
dence which would have been 
nddueed, it. would appear that) 
_Alarakia__ received very__ little 
out of the transaction. Refer- 
ting to conditions in the Colony 
at the present moment, Mr. 
Lonsdale stresaecd the fact that 
the supply of 12 Sten guns and 
ammunition would be a serious 
matter if they were used in 
the Colony, The gravity of the 
-offence was lessened very little, 
even if the guns and ammuni- 
tlon were imported into China. 
where, a8 was common khnow- 
hedge, strife wan going on. 

Mr, Lonsdale said that our 
International obligations to a 
neighbouring friendly. country,
